LOCAL SELF-COVERNMENT 


Address by Attorney-General 


Construed as Criticism of 


Prohibition Amendment. 


(Special to The Sun) 
| 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., July 8.—That 


"the concerted effort of a large num- 
ber of our people for the welfare and 
uplifting: of their fellow beings" seri- 
ously threatens the fundamental prin- 
ciple of local self-government, was de- 
clared by Jny R. Ben ton, 
attorney- 


general of Massachusetts, In an 
ad- 


dress delivered here yesterday after- 
noon before the annual meeting, of 
the National Association of Attorneys- 
General. 
"Local self-government," Attorney- 


General Benton said, "is the principle 
on which the American Revolution was 
fought. Jt Is the principle on which 
the Constitution of the United States 
is founded. 
It is tho 
principle 
by 
which, at least until recently, 
this 


country has been guided, in the ad- 
ministration of its affairs. 


"The principle of local self-govern- 


ment la tho keystone In the arch or 
the Constitution. 
The 
government 


thereby established was a government 
of limited and enumerated powers for 
national purposes, reserving all other 
powers to tlie states and the people. 


"The states which formed the Union 


were • jealous 
that 
their 
sovereign 


rights, except so far as necessary for 
the maintenance of a national govern- 
ment, should be preserved to them. 
So great was their feeling in that re- 
'spect that, although they were as- 
sured by Hamilton that those rights 
were not taken away by the original 
Constitution, they all refused to ratify 
the Constitution until a. solemn prom- 
ise had been made that a bill of 
rights would be immediately present- 
ed. In fulfillment of that 
promise 


amendments were proposed 
by con- 


gress at the first session, of which ten, 
constituting1 what is known as the 
Bill of Rights, were ratified by the 
state legislatures. 


"The Constitution was adopted 
in 


17S7. 
The first ten amendments were 


proposed in 17S9 and were, finally rati- 
fied in 1791. 
The eleventh amendment 


was adopted in 1798, and the tweffth 
in 1S04. The 
thirteenth, fourteenth 


and fifteenth amendments, 
the 
so- 


called Civil war 
amendments, 
were 


adopted more than sixty years later. 
The fifteenth was the last amendment 
ratified prior to 1D13. 
Before 
that 


time, at any rate, no amendment had 
been passed by which any portion of 
the reserved powers of the states had 
been transferred to the federal gov- 
ernment. 


"There are now forces at work which 


seriously threaten this 
fundamental 


principle of local 
self-government. 


The principal ones are two In num- 
ber. The first is the tendency to cen- 
tralization of power in Washington, 
The second is the concerted effort of a 
large number of our people for the 
welfare and uplifting of their fellow- 
beings. 
| 


"The tendency to centralization 'be- j 


came manifest shortly 
before 
the 


World war. It was greatly acceler- 


aUd during the war, and ht« been 
growing; evjer flince. Many new 
and 


powerful commissions and board* havt 
lately been eitabli*h«d. We hav« now 
an army of over 600,000 federal em- 
ploy en grouped In different 
bureau! 


with vast'inquisitorial powers. 


"Tho 
welfare movement alio began 


to grow shortly before the World 
War. It hai fathered great momen- 
tum, and has been supported by pow- 
erful organizations and bloci. It has 
been fostered largely 
by 'so-called 


'Federal Aid* legislation—an Ingenious 
device, by which congress appropriates 
money' for purposes specified, to those 
states which themselves 
appropriate 


equal amounts. 
This operates as a 


bribe to the states to co-operate with 
congress along the lines prescribed 
by the federal bureaus. 


"Whether congress has the power to 


appropriate money for any purpose 
which mny he said to contribute to 


general welfare of the United States, 
Is a controverted question which has 
never been finally settled, and 
the 


object of this address this afternoon 
Is to point out once again the depart- 
ure from the earlier principle involved 
In these tendencies, and (to emphasize 
the importance of and to urge that, 
before these tendencies are followed, 
careful consideration be given to the 
history of our country and the exper- 
ience of oufr- forefathers."

Construed as Criticism of 


Prohibition Amendment 


(Special to The Sun) 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., July 8.—That 


"the concerted effort of a large num- 
ber of our people for the welfare and 
uplifting of their fellow beings" seri- 
ously threatens the fundamental prin- 
ciple of local self-government, was de- 
clared hy Jay R. Benton, 
attorney- 


general of Massachusetts, In an 
ad- 


dress delivered here yesterday 
after- 


noon before the annual meeting of 
the National Association of Attorneys- 
Gencral. 
"Local self-government," Attorney- 


General Benton said, "Is the principle 
on which* the American Revolution was 
fought. It is the principle on which 
the Constitution of the United States 
la founded. It is the. principle 
by 


which, at least until recently, 
this 


country has been guided, in the ad- 
ministration of its affairs. 


"The principle of local Belt-govern- 


ment Is the keystone in the arch or 
the Constitution. 
The 
government 


thereby established was a government 
of limited and enumerated powers for 
national purposes, reserving all other 
powers to the suites and the people. 


"Tho states which formed the Union 


were jealous 
that 
their 
sovereign 


rights, except BO far as necessary for 
the maintenance of a national govern- 
ment,' should ha preserved to them. 
So great was their feeling In that re- 
spect that, although they were as- 
sured by Hamilton that those rights 
were not taken away by the original 
Constitution, they all refused to ratify 
the Constitution until a solemn prom- 
ise had 
been made that a bill of 


rights would be Immediately present- 
ed. In fulfillment of that 
promise 


amendments were proposed 
by con- 


gress at Him first session, of which ten, 
constituting what is known as the 
Bill of Rights, were ratified by the 
state legislatures. 


"The Constitution was adopted 
in 


1787. The first ten amendments were 
proposed in 17S9 and were finally rati- 
fied In 1791. 
The eleventh amendment 


was adopted in 1798, and the tweffth 
In ISO*.. The 
thirteenth, 
fourteenth 


and fifteenth amendments, 
the 
so- 


led Civil war 
amendments, 
were 


adopted more than sixty years later. 
The fifteenth was the last amendment 
ratified prinr to 1913. 
Before, 
that 


time, at any rate, no amendment had 
been passed hy which any portion of 
the reserved powers of the states had 
been transferred to the federal gov- 
ernment.

self-government.

The first Is the tendency to cen- 


tralisation of power in Washington. 
The second is the concerted effort of, a 
large number of our people for the 
welfare and uplifting of their fellow- 
beings.
